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The Tattered Flag 
And Other Finds 
In The Flag Stamps 


Here is an unusual variety in 
the flag stamps. I call it the tat- 
tered flag and the reason is evi- 
dent as the illustration shows 
a considerable piece torn from 
the flag and apparently waving 
in the breeze. This is a 5c Lux- 
embourg flag stamp submitted by 
Mr. Carl Anderson of Des Moines, 
Iowa. Such varieties are not

slide and in this instance a piece 
slid right out and adhered to the 
plate and thus took the ink and 
printed this freak. 

Herman Herst of New York al- 
so submits a block of the same 
stamp which shows the corner 
name and in which there is a 
trace of the blue color in the 
first two letters of the name. 
This would be accounted for by 
the fact that the name is doubt- 
less on the blue plate when put 
on the press and registered. It 
is then removed from the plate, 
or should be, and in this _in- 
stance it was not thoroughly 
cleaned from the plate so we get 
a trace of the letters “LU” over 
the black printing.

6 Washington Stamp Ex- 
change of Newark, N. J., this is 
avariety quite common in regular 
issues of the Bureau but the 
first we have seen in these flag 
stamps. It is a creased paper 
variety. The crease runs across 
a pair which has been submitted 
and is a double crease so that 
when ironed out there is a trace 
of the engraved print between 
the two creases.

A COMMON COMPLAINT 


A dealer in Bridgeport, Conn., 
asks that we write an article and 
try and impress on people the 
importance of writing or signing 
their name and address when they 
send orders to stamp dealers. It 
is stated that many letters come 
with the name and address so 
illegible that it is impossible to 
read it, thus orders can not be 
filled with safety. We too have 
the same trouble. We frequently 
receive subscriptions with the 
name or addess so poorly written 
that we can not figure out what 
it is. If we make a blind stab at 
it and put the name on our mail- 
ing machine, its dollars to dough- 
nuts that the paper won’t reach 
the party or if it does we will 
be sent a letter that the address is 
wrong anc -why~ don’t -we-put. it 
right. This means, time trouble 
and expense and we have adopted 
the plan of clipping the poor ad- 
dress from the letter, pasting it 
on an envelope and mailing back 
to the party with request for 
plainly written address, thus we 
leave it to the P, O. to read it 
right.

Immediately after receiving the 


stamp produced in a new manner, 
with an attached label on the 
stamp, we received several copies 
of the stamvs from Mr. 
Bradley of Hamilton, N. ; oe 
which show that there are num- 
erous varieties of these stamps. 
We illustrated a 30c brown 
stamp and quoted the inscription 
on the label which also bore the 
name of Mussclini. Among those 
sent by Mr. Hamilton we also 
find-three-new varic..cs of the 30c 
stamp in addition to the one il- 
lustrated and then all four of the 
varieties are also shown on a 50c 
violet of the same issue. 
Besides the one we illustrated in 
the March 2 issue, none of the 
others bear the name of Musso- 
lini. The wording on the other 
three stamps is quoted herewith. 
One stamp reads “La Disciplina

How The Three Cent 
Letter Postage Was 
Promofed In 1851 





It will be 93 years ago the third 
of next mont: when Congress ap- 
proved the bill reducing letter 
postage to three cents within the 
United States. That is historical. 
and the story behind it may be 
interesting to the people of this 
country, and particularly to the 
public in this community. The rea- 
son for that is that the man that 
sponsored the bill, and cleverly 
worked it through was a Toledo 
citizen, Judge Emery Davis Potter. 
elected to the 30th Congress in 
1848. 

The story is told’ in a book 
printed in Boston in 1888 which is 
a record of the geneaology of the 
Potter families. And the fact that 
Judge Potter was the author of 
the bill is not nearly so fascina- 
ting as the means his quick mind 
adopted when he found there was 
much opposition (believe it or 
not) to reduction of postage. par- 
ticularly amorg southerners. Their 
reason was based mainly on the 
fact that there was no small coin, 
pennies not being used in the 
south, according to the author. 
When Congressman Potter dis- 
covered the reason for objection 
he having introduced the bill 
shortly after he took his seat. he 
knew it could not be passed un- 
less the complaint was overcome. 
Now: So he put his wits to work, 
He had a die made for casting a 
three-cent piece, with a star on 
one side and “C III” on the other, 
some still being in circulation as 
late as 1888. He paid the expense, 
sent the die to the mint, had sev- 
eral hundred three cert wieces 
made without the knowledge of 
other members of the body. There 
was no law for this, but the coin 
and coinage were authorized later 
through another bill introduced by 
the Toledo Congressman. So he 
was the father of both three-cent 
postage and the first three-cent 
coin. 
Then the Congressman called up 
his postage bill in the House, 
Southerners “jumped” it on the 
ground there was no small coin for 
the postage. Congressman Potter 
laid several of the coins on the 
speaker’s desk. handed some to 
the man who was objecting. The 
argument was silenced. All hands 
were curisus and soon each fellow 
had a three cert piece. “The trick 
was so clever the argument so un- 
answerendle, and pit’ ths Tionse in 
such good humor, that the bill 
finally passed and became a law, 
March 3, 1851,” the record says.

Shangri-La Launching 
Cacheted Covers Will 
Be Prized By Collectors 


The great Aircraft Carrier 
“Shangri-La”, so named because 
of a chance remark by President 
Roosevelt. that the planes which 
first bombed Japan had come from 
Shangri-La. was launched on 
Thursday. February 24th at Ports- 
mouth, Virginia Navy Yard. 
Mrs. James Doolittle. wife of the 
famed Major General Jimmy Doo- 
little who. when a lieutenant coil- 
onel, startled the world by leading 
16 North American B-25 medium 
Army bombers. on Apri' 18, 1942 
from “Shangri-La,” in the first 
raid on Tokyo and four other Jap- 
anese cities. 

The origin of the name, Shangri- 
La, is well known to all Ameri- 
cans by now. 

Doolittle and his raiders took off 

from an aircraft carrier 800 miles 
from Tokyo, the first time that 
Army medium bombers ever took 
off in numbers from an aircraft 
carrier of the Navy. The name of 
the carrier was withheld when the 
announcement of the raid was 
made. When President Roosevelt 
was asked at a press conference 
where the Tokyo bombess took off 
he replied that they came from a 
new secret ! se in Shangri-La. 
(Shangri-La is the fictional land 
of the book. “Lost Horizon,” by 
James Hilton.) 
Later, it was discolsed that the 
secret base in “Shangri-La” was 
the USS Hornet. The Hornet sub- 
sequenty was announced as lost 
in the Battle of Santa Cruz. Oct.

Greek Flag Stamp Is 
Very Messy, Unusual 


Mr. Edward H. Shelton of 
Butte, N. Dak.. sends two sheets 
of Greek Flag stamps which he 
thinks are very messy and unus- 
ual, The flag shows the shading 
in the white stripes very strong 
in some stamps and almost gone 
in others. This is not unusual] in 
these stamps. None of the is- 
sues show so much difference in 
the flag as in this stamp in the 
light blue color. Some weeks ago 
Bob Molitor of Cleveland showed 
us a sheet in which the cross was 
misshapen and twisted and partly 
missing in the stamps. 

When we get several of these 
different items together we sort of 
wonder if the printing might not 
have been done by “Sloppy Joe” 
or some other such printer. How- 
ever understanding offset lithog- 
graphy as we do it is readily ap- 
parent why these varieties occur 
and we therefore giv- them little 
consideration. 

In the article in this issue on 
Printing Processes we give some 
informati.n on the making of the 
plates for offset work and an ex- 
planation as to just how these 
poor prints may occur.

It is learned on good authority 
that one thing has been decided 
on for the new 1944 National Tu- 
berculosis Seal and that is that 
it will bear the year date for the 
first time and very likely the 
name of the country or some- 
thing that will identify it as the 
U. S. issue. Both of these items, 
while meaning nothing in the 
general work of Christmas Seals, 
mean alot to the collectors, and 
indicate that the N. T. A. is pay- 
ing some attention to the seal 
collectors. The name _ of the 
country will be of particular in- 
terest, in line with the move- 
ment to have the same _ design 
used by all seal issing countries 
The official announcement con- 
cerning the issue of the seal is 
expected shortly from the Asso- 
ciation.

First Philatelic Seal 

Emma E. Batchelor in Chap- 
ter No. 1 News issues in New 
York in the interests of the 
Christmas Seal and Charity 
Stamp Society, says “Most of us 
are familiar with the first Christ- 
mas seal, but who knows where 
the first Philatelic Exhibition 
Seal came from? It was an over- 
print on McGreely 25c express 
stamp that was used in Alaska, 
and is marked ‘Souvenir of the 
First Exhibition of the Pacific 
Philatelic Society San Francisco, 
1902’”. We are not trying to 
start an argument but just telling 
what the estimable lady wrote. 


Two Issues Mexican Seal 

There are two issues of the 
new 1943 Tuberculosis seal from 
Mexico. The first print that 
came our way is the dull red one 
on which the inscriptions can 
hardly be read. Later we have 
seen one from a new die, the 
same red shade of the woman 
holding a child with the light of 
the Lorraine cross shining on it 
but it is much clearer, only has a 
single fram line around it, and 
the inscription at the bottom 
which is in the body of the first 
seal, is below the frame line on 
this one and is clearly legible. 
So far we have not learned. the 
source or the society that issues 
them. Would like to hear from 
some of Linn’s Mexican readers 
on this. 


Some nice items for poster seal 
collectors are coming from some 
of the Army or Navy camps 
about the country.. A _ friend 
sent one in gold as big as a half 
dollar with “U. S. Navy” in blue 
across the top and “Camp Parks, 
Calif.” across the botttom. 


«The National Tuberculosis As- 
sociation is anxious. that its 
friends do not mix it up with the 
American Red Cross. There is 
no connection between the two 
organizations for over twenty- 
five years. The Red Cross is a 
disaster and war relief organiza- 
tion and its funds are used for 
that purpose while the N. T. A. 
is exclusively for the study and 
relief of tuberculosis. The many 
who speak of the annual issue 
of seals Red Cross Christmas 
Seals are in error. 


The National Y. M. C. A. which 
issued four seals in 1943 adver- 
tising the various branches of 
its work, is out with a single 
seal for 1944 that is very attrac- 
tive. Have also seen it imperfor- 
ated. 


Was recently shown two panes 
of fifteen each of the Starr Home 
seal. No. 1, for 1917 issued at 
Albion, Mich. This is a very rare 
item and several who have writ- 
ten the home concerning this is- 
sue have been told they only had 
a very few and» were asking

LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS 


Polpex 1944 Show 
Was Huge Success 





A mighty showing of the stamps 
of Poland and its plebiscites amid 
historic objects bearing on the 
stamps themselves thrilled a 
thousand visitors to Polpex 1944 
on February 25 to 27 at the Po- 
lish Museum in Chicago. Members 
of the Polonus Philatelic society 
showed their best in the finest 
manner befitting a national exhi- 
bition. Some of the exhibits were 
in wall cases, others were under 
plate glass table tops and _ sstill 
others were in frames. All exhibits 
were by invitation only. The pre- 
sentation was dramatic alongside 
of relics and historic objects close- 
ly related t. the stamps themsel- 
ves and served to interest many 
a “philatelic widow” and her blood 
while papa concentrated on the 
stamps. The Museum Custodian, 
M. Haiman and Exhibition Direc- 
tors, John Bobo and Roman Rein- 
owski deserve much praise for 
their aaccomplishment, 

Steve Rich of New Jersey head- 
ed the parade with stampless and 
other covers over a hundred years 
old. Dr. Kozakiewicz swamped 
the show with covers of Poland 
No. 1 and with Lublins. Frank 
Wolosewick featured a masterful 
study of the Krakows in several 
settings, all laboriously notated 
and tabulated. Jack Domar and 
and John Jaworski arranged a 
very colorful display. of general 
issues of Poland in singles and 
blocks. Thad Stanczak and Lee 
Sobanski showed commemoratives 
galore. Air mail covers, meticu- 
louly mounted and described, were 
entered by John Gapinski. Select 
covers of philatelic and historic 
importance were plentifu' and the 
fine ones belonged to Dr. Ploski 
of Carolina, Chester Mikucki _ of 
the navy and to Lester Jankowski 
and Ben Reeves of Chicago. Clem 
Pulaski of Pennsylvania had a 
huge display of postal cards with 
their artistic illustrations of Po- 
lish subjects. 

The plebiscites and adjoining 
territories of Poland were fully 
covered by kighly specialized ex- 
hibits which revealed scholarly 
research. Vincent Domanski ot 
Philadephia showed proofs and 
varieties of Eastern Silesia and 
Marienwerder on black album 
pages. Dr. Uznanski massed his 
Upper Silesia errors and inverts 
into several cases. Myron Stec- 
zynski completed this group with 
Allenstein and Central Lithuania. 

Polpex 1944 also included a 
bourse and an auction. The sou-, 
venir sheets, ribbons, etc., were 
praised by «everyone. The show 
was well attended by collectors 
from near and far and leaves an 
indelible impression of another 
job well done by Polonus.

This is an old wheeze to old 
time precancel collectors but I 
still find enough of the uninitiated 
not understanding it that I thinks 
its worth a few words each sea- 
son. Just recently a novice col- 
lector wrote me about some pre- 
cancels he had and in each in- 
stance he emphasized the fact 
that the precancels were O. G. 
or mint or with full gum as you 
like. This despite the fact that 
almost every writer of precancels 
has mentioned the fact that there 
is no such a thing as O. G. 
or mint precancels. Here it is 
straight! If you have precancels 
with gum on them it DOES NOT 
ADD to their value, no precancel 
catalog of any kind lists O. G. 
precancels nor are there any pre- 
vancels collectors collecting them 
with full gum. Many pre- 
cancels come into the hands of 
collectors with full gum. These 
are acquired in devious ways but 
as far as the died in the wool 
precancel collector is concerned 
they all end up in the same place 
the “bathtub.” In fact some col- 
lectors call certain items that they 
know were not taken from re- 
gular mail ‘“‘bathtubbed items.” 
So if you are a non-percancel col- 
lector and happen to be reading 
this item tell your friends that 
Gierhart said that full gum means 
NOTHING on a precancel.

was to be taken up with the 
manufacturers to see if they 
could make an embossed light 
weight envelope. Personally we 
see no need for embossing on 
such an envelope. It is usually so 
poorly done that it adds little to 
the appearance of the envelopes 
and if done principally as 
guard against counterfeiting, we 
see no need for such guard for 
the sole reason that these enve- 
lopes are used in such limited 
numbers by the general public 
and there would be such a vague 
chance of selling spurious ones 
to any larger user than any 
thought of counterfeiting an 8c 
airmail envelope would certainly 
be discarded by anyone who ever 
harbored the thought.
